Comments /notes on tonight’s mission and this interpretation: 
 
Did not have a perimeter to start with tonight.  
 
Perimeter was on the slope to the northwest of Rock Creek Reservoir/Feather River and highway 70, between 
Pauls Creek to the north and an unnamed drainage to the south which flows into Murphy Creek. 
 
Intense heat noted at the far north west part of the perimeter, and along the edges down by the highway and 
also a couple of places along the flanks. Scattered heat throughout.  
 
No isolated heat sources noted in the perimeter; the entire perimeter was either scattered heat or intense 
heat.
